, Additional statistics show that In 
the year 1867 New York state was 
credited with 5,373,000 sheep;

000, 
a decrease of more than four! 


and one-half 
million beads since 


1867. 


(Interesting is. Che fact that during 


the same period cattle have increas- 
ed 384,000 head. Swine show no 
material change. Cattle and swine 
are not annoyed -by dogs, yet if an- 
noyed are able to protect themselves 
better and are more impervious to 
injury than sheep. 


It is estimated by those who are 


versed upon the subject of sheep 
raising that there 
are at>out five 


miNions of acres of land suitable 
for sheep raising and that upon them 
it would be possible to raise 10,- 
000,000 of these valuable animals. 
A great part of this available sheep 
grazing land is not utilized for anv 
profitable purpose and is said to ue 
decreasing in fertility.
